the trouble with ghosts 


Nine years ago a huge foreboding mansion was 
constructed in the empty space near New Orleans 
Square in Disneyland. The idea of a Haunted 
House for the Magic Kingdom had been in Walt 
Disney’s mind as early as 1955 but several prob- 
lems kept the House from being completed on the 
original target date in 1961. 

How do you build a ghost? That was the most 
difficult problem facing the Disney engineers & 
artists. How can you make transparent ghosts fly 
& jump about when you have to have electronic 
gizmos inside them to make them move? 


a ghost for a host 


Another problem was how to get the public into 
& thru the attraction. At first it was decided that 
a “ghost host” or hostess would escort the guests 
on their semi-mental journey. But this idea was 
rejected on the grounds that it is easier to spook 
& scare a small group than a larger one. The great 
Disney, who sought perfection in everything he 
did, sent everyone back to their drawing boards

to try to come up with a more satisfactory way to 
present the Haunted Mansion. 

Other projects, such as the exhibits to be pre- 
pared for the 1965 New York World’s Fair, pushed 
the work on the Haunted House even farther into 
the background.

It was Yale Gracey, Disneyland’s “master illu- 
sioneer’’, who was finally able to create the fantas- 
tic ghostly effects to be seen in the Haunted Man- 


sion, Despite warnings from engineers who 


insisted that his ideas for creating certain ghostly 
illusions were not feasible, Gracey was able to put 
them into successful operation. 

“Often I. simply don’t know that something 
couldn’t be done,” explains Gracey when ques- 
tioned about his creations. ‘I would develop a con- 
cept and gather various gadgets & materials and 
keep trying until it worked.”

Disneyland’s Haunted Mansion represents the 
most advanced techniques in the audio-animatronic 
system, which combines 3-dimensional animation 
& sound thru electronics. This is the process that 
brought back to life Abraham Lincoln, the Prim- 
eval World of prehistoric dinosaurs and many 
other attractions on view at the World’s Fair in 
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. 1965. 


“(Cough, cough) If you don’t stop polluting the air around here we’re all going to end up haunting the 
Haunted Mansion!”’ 


Another major innovation in the Horror House 
is a new form of film projection, involving sta- 
tionary statues. At one point in the ride the public 
finds itself in a graveyard. Statues appear, cold, 
white & silent. 

And then suddenly the statues spring to life! 

They sprout faces, move their lips & begin to 
sing! It is all done with Gracey’s fantastic film 
projector.

Besides. dancing statues, the Haunted Mansion 
also contains— 
Demonized doors! 
Elastic rooms! 
Face-changing portraits!

Using refracted images, half-silvered mirrors, 
audio-animatornics & projectimation, Gracey and 
his ghostly helpers designed & built enough illu- 
sions to fill the new attraction twice over. 

The extra spooks will be used to populate the 
haunted house that is being planned as the first 
attraction of the new Walt Disney World in 
Florida. 

Because the chills were tempered with comedy, 
Gracey says: “Someday I would like to design a 
real scare house. Some of the illusions that were- 
n’t used in the Haunted Mansion would send chills 
thru anyone I know.” 

Lets hope he ’has more than the ghost of a chance 
of realizing his frightening ambition!

OF DR. JEKYLL AND MR. HYDE, which starred 
Jack Palance as the Doctor who finds himself with 
double trouble. 

Some years back, when THE MAN FROM 
U.N.C.L.E. was'‘in its heyday, that series released 
episodes that had been on TV to movie theatres, 
padding them with a little extra footage. This is 
not the case with HOUSE OF DARK SHADOWS. 
The film is more than just a physically enlarged 
version of the soap opera.
